“ It is their duty to help the po o r 
and they have no t answered the sup 
plicatio n I sent fo rth. 
All I go t was a 
seco nd hand co at and three lo aves o f 
bread. 
Ho w can two peo ple live o n 
that fo r three o r fo ur day s? I tell 
y o n the Lo rd will lay his finger o n 
tho se that have and give no t M 
Mr. Harner is an able bo died man 
and lives with his daughter, a seven­ 
teen y ear-o ld girl in the rear o f 206 
East Tenth street. 
He say s he has 
made reaso nable inquiries lo o king fo r 
wo rk, but can find no thing to do . 
The pair came here in February fro m 
Indianapo lis. 
On acco nnt o f the peculiarity o f his 
case, Mr. Harner was 
clo sely ques­ 
tio ned to day by a representative o f 
this paper, that mo re wo uld be learned 
o f him, and the fo llo wing co nversa­ 
tio n, in part, ensued: 
“ Ho w lo ng has it been since y o u 
had wo rk? he was asked. 
“ Several 
weeks 
no w. 
We 
have 
no thing in the ho use but a few po ta­ 
to es.“ 
“ Have y o u any mo ney ?“ 
“ I have just twenty cents left.“ 
“ Ho w c id it happen that y o u used 
the Scriptures in asking fo r charity ? 
Was it to to uo h o ne’s sense o f Chris­ 
tian duty in the m atter?“ 
“ Ex actly . 
The peo ple must kno w 
the truth. 
If they have means and 
give no t. they will perish.“ 
“ Oh, so y o u make religio us capital 
o f y o ur po sitio n. 
Do y o u think the 
Lo rd created y o ur co nditio n that y o u 
m ight be an o bject lesso n o r ex ample, 
ana if tho se with means heeded no t 
y o ur call fo r aid, they wo uld be made 
to suffer?“

thwaite, present holder of che land, to 
contest the claim of Walcotts, which 
is based upon a patent recently signed 
by President Roosevelt. 
Walcotts al­ 
leged that the land could not be trans­ 
ferred by Ann Turner without the con­ 
sent of the president, according to the 
terms of the treaty with the Miamis, 
and that such consent had never been 
obtained, hence his right to the prop­ 
erty as the only heir of Ann Turner, to 
whom it descended from Little Tur­ 
tle.

The memorandum of the consent of 
President Adams to the transfer of the 
property is dated April 3, 1828. 
It is 
a certified copy of the original, said 
to be on file in Washington, and was 
placed on the records of Huntington 
county May 16, 187 7 . 
In copy ing the 
deed by which Ann Turner convey ed 
the land to James Barnett and Samuel 
Hanna, Nov. 28, 1827 , from record A 
to another record, the consent of the 
president was omitted, but the orig­ 
inal record of the transfer contains 
the certified copy .

TD ORFIRIO DIAZ of Mex ico is a wonderful man, and for more th an a quarter 
L 
of a century h as giv en p eace, p rosp erity and p rogress to a country th at 
in th e fifty -nine y ears p receding h is assump tion of th e reins of gov ernment h ad 
fifty -two rulers—dictators, p residents and emp erors. 
Rev olution was th e 
normal condition; p eace was but th at strange, p ortentous calm th at p resages 
a new storm. Murder, mutiny and turmoil was th e order of th e day . 
His ev entful life with its adv entures and ligh tning ch anges would make 
a writer of dime nov els h umiliated with env y . 
Born in 1830 at Oax aca, h e 
was destined by h is moth er for th e p riesth ood; but in 1847 forsook ch urch 
and cassock for th e life of a soldier and p rep ared a comp any to join th e 
Mex ican forces against th e United States. Juarez, th en p resident, recognized 
th e mettle of th is h oy of sev enteen and took h im into h is law office. 
But y oung Diaz h ad larger ideas; h e h ad keen ey es and a clear h ead and 
began to see v aguely th rough th e fog of troublous conditions th e ch ances for 
a man to scale th e h eigh ts of realization by th e p ath way of op p ortunity .

and faced th e rain of si*ell till h is command was reduced to two. 
Oth er men of th e time could be forced, p lacated, p lead with , bribed, 
silenced in some way , Diaz—nev er. 
Th rough terrible struggles h e reach ed 
th e p residency in 187 7 . 
Fearless, incorrup tible, a man of instant decision, 
born to command, h e unified th e th irty states and territories of Mex ico into 
a nation with a gov ernment as free as our own, gav e it free sch ools, free

Gifford Pinc hot Se e s Doom of Fore s t» 
W ith in T w e n ty Ye a rs . 
Gifford Pinchot, chief of the United 
Sta tes forest serv ice, who returned to 
W a shington from a n extensiv e trip 
through the west, decla red tha t the 
time ha s come when the wooded re 
sources of the country must be con­ 
serv ed or disa ster wTll follow, sa ys 
& Wa shington correspondent of the 
New York Sun. 
“ In twenty yea rs we ma y be in the 
midst of a lumber fa mine,” sa id Mr. 
Pinchot. 
“ We ha v e enough sta nding 
a nd ma tured timber to la st tha t long. 
With the timber tha t Is growing the 
fa mine ma y be put off fiv e yea rs. 
One-fifth of the sta nding timber is 
embra ced In forest reserv es. The rest 
of it belongs to priv a te ow nership. We 
must be more economica l in the use of 
lumber. The high price of the product 
will force economy in ma ny directions.

demonstrated by J. W . Bird of Pond 
Creek to be especially adapted to the 
growth of black locust trees, says the 
Ponca City (Okla.) Courier. 
Mr. Bird 


bought some raw’ land In the sand hills 
for his project and broke out several 
acres and planted about 300,000 black 
locust seed last spring, expecting to get 
about one-fourth that number of plants. 
He now’ has between 80,000 and 100,- 
000 vigorous, healthy young trees which 
have made an average growth of three 
feet. 
Next spring he will transplant 


them on eighty acres of the sand hills. 
In five years the trees w ill be large 
enough to begin cutting posts out of 
the forest, and within ten years for 
posts alone the value will exceed $100 
an acre.
